Beginning  around  5:45  a.m.,  Wartburg  stu- 
dents began  gathering  on  Clinton  Field  to  unite  and 
march  to  Interim  President  William  Hamm's  house  in 
an  effort  to  have  a  winter  Outfly  declared. 

This  movement,  also  known  as  Project  Or- 
ange: Outfly  for  a  Cause,  is  a  student-led  initiative  or- 
ganized by  Student  Senate  in  an  effort  to  have  Wart- 
burg student  voices  heard  and  student  grievances 
understood  by  the  administration. 

Student  Senate  has  been  planning  Project 
Orange  since  early  February.  Senate  has  identified 
nine  platform  grievances  they  feel  need  to  be  ad- 
dressed by  the  institution. 

In  order  to  go  through  with  the  planning  of 
Project  Orange,  senators  had  to  get  1,000  signatures 
from  members  of  the  student  body.  Roughly  1,300 
students  signed  the  petition  in  agreement  that  the 
nine  grievances  outlined  by  the  Student  Senate  are  a 
problem  on  Wartburg's  campus. 

"[It's]  a  cause  to  improve  our  campus  and 
leave  it  better  than  we  found  it.  To  leave  it  a  place 
that  alumni  can  happily  call  their  alma  mater.  ... 
That's  what's  important  to  me — to  uphold  the  Wart- 
burg name-and  I  think  that's  what  we  are  doing  be- 
cause it  shows  that  students  passionately  care  about 
this  institution,"  said  Student  Body  President  Travis 
Bockenstedt.

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Twenty-four  female  Wartburg  students,  faculty 
and  staff  took  the  stage  to  conclude  Wartburg's  celebra- 
tion of  V-week  with  two  performances  of  "The  Vagina 
Monologues." 

V-Day  is  a  worldwide  organization  that  focuses 
on  ending  and  raising  awareness  about  violence  against 
women.  The  money  raised  during  the  week  benefits  Ce- 
dar Valley  Friends  of  the  Family  and  also  the  worldwide 
V-Day  organization. 

"While  the  monologues  speak  a  powerful  mes- 
sage to  the  audience,  it  also  is  many  campaigns'  most 
beneficial  fundraiser,"  V-Day  committee  president 
Heather  Glass  said.

Viet  Rock 


Viet  Rock  is  based  on  the  Vietnam  Era 
newspaper  headlines.  The  performance  displays 
a  collection  of  different  skits.  Written  by  Megan 
Terry,  a  major  national  figure  in  theater  at  the 
time,  the  script  for  this  show  came  out  of  the- 
ater games  and  improvisational  performances  in 
the  1 960's.  The  different  parts  of  the  show  reflect 
how  America  was  dealing  with  the  Vietnamese. 
"It  shows  how  we  were  'saving  Vietnam  from  the 
Vietnamese,'"  Earl  said. 

The  students  in  the  show  researched  the  era 
and  had  to  come  up  with  their  own  costume  from 
materials  and  suggestions  that  Dr.  Earl  provided. 

Each  student  was  challenged  to  play  many 
different  characters.  They  would  transition  from 
soldiers  to  war  protestors  to  Vietnamese  citizens 
throughout  the  show. 

This  transitional  drama  opened  the  second 
act  using  a  green  parachute  as  a  child's  para- 
chute, then  they  turned  around  and  were  using 
it  as  grass  during  battle.  After  one  of  the  soldiers 
gets  shot  during  battle,  the  parachute  got  used  as 
a  hospital  blanket. 

Earl  said  that  these  stories  are  just  repre- 
sentations of  what  happened  during  the  Vietnam 
Era. 

"You  can't  assume  everything  on  the  stage  is 
accurate.  Megan  Terry  lets  it  fly,"  Earl  said. 

He  said  that  the  election  played  a  part  in  why 
he  chose  this  show. 

"The  intention  when  we  chose  this  play  was 
that  the  election  would  wage  over  war,  but  then 
economics  came  to  the  fore  front,"  Earl  said.

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Pal  Joey  is  a  joint  production  by  the  music  depart- 
ment and  Wartburg  Players.

"There's  never  a  dull  moment  in  the  show.  It's  full  of 
fun,  dance  and  song,"  Mary-Kate  Arnold  said.  Arnold  plays  the 
role  of  Gladys. 

The  musical  is  set  in  Chicago  in  the  late  1930s.  It  is 
the  story  of  Joey  Evans,  a  scheming  man  who  dreams  of  own- 
ing his  own  nightclub.  Evans  abandons  his  girlfriend  for  a  rich, 
married  woman.  He  hopes  this  new  woman  will  help  him  in 
business. 

"Pal  Joey  is  actually  the  first  anti-hero  on  Broadway," 
Earl  said.  "We  don't  find  it  strange,  but  in  1 940  they  did.  To- 
day, we  don't  have  problems  with  musicals  not  having  happy 
endings.  In  that  time  they  wanted  a  happy  ending,  or  at  least  a 
hopeful  ending.  There's  no  hope  in  Pal  Joey." 

"Joey  gets  any  woman  he  can.  He's  charming  and 
lovable,"  Jordan  LeClere,  who  portrays  Joey  said.  "He's  the 
type  of  guy  that  women  love  and  men  hate." 

"It's  something  that  Wartburg  hasn't  done  before.  The 
students  tell  me  they  like  this  show,  they're  having  fun,"  Earl 
said. 

"It's  a  '30s  comedy  with  all  sorts  of  word  play.  Right 
when  you  think  something  will  happen,  something  else  hap- 
pens," Rachel  Vickers  said.

There  are  many  opportunities  for  students  to 
participate  in  campus  ministry  at  Wartburg.  Each  week 
there  are  a  variety  of  things  to  attend  and  get  involved 
in. 

On  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  a  20  minute 
worship  and  reflection  takes  place  in  the  Chapel.  Senior 
students,  faculty,  staff  and  pastors  lead  these  chapels. 

Each  Wednesday,  Midweek  Eucharist  begins  at 
9:30  in  the  Chapel.  Eucharist  is  a  time  for  enthusias- 
tic singing,  quiet  reflection,  shared  prayer  and  personal 
faith  renewal.  Eucharist  is  led  and  planned  by  students 
and  messages  are  most  often  given  by  students  or  student 
groups. 

The  Gate  is  held  once  a  month  at  various  lo- 
cations on  campus.  The  Gate  is  a  contemporary  wor- 
ship experience  with  plenty  of  upbeat  music.  The  Gate 
is  planned  and  organized  by  a  variety  of  student  leaders. 
The  gate  often  features  one  person,  often  faculty  mem- 
bers or  influential  members  of  the  community,  to  come 
and  speak  to  the  students  about  their  faith  and  life  experi- 
ences.

More  than  1,000  volunteers  packed 
185,544  bags  of  food  and  raised  $31,000  at  Wart- 
burg  College's  Physical  Plant  in  partnership  with 
Feed  My  Starving  Children. 

The  original  goal  was  to  pack  130,000 
bags,  but  the  goal  was  later  changed  to  1  75,000 
bags. 

"We  packed  enough  food  to  feed  508  chil- 
dren one  meal  a  day  for  a  year,"  Randon  Ruggles, 
FMSC  student  coordinator,  said. 

Participants  learned  that  one  bag  is  equiva- 
lent to  six  meals,  and  every  4.8  seconds  a  child  dies 
of  starvation. 

"Many  were  return  volunteers,  once  they 
did  it,  they  wanted  to  do  more.  Once  you  experi- 
ence it,  you  just  want  to  help,"  Linda  Withers,  FMSC 
coordinator  said. 

The  committee  was  also  able  to  raise 
$31 ,000  for  the  organization.  The  FMSC  committee 
took  offerings  at  Homecoming  events  and  chapel 
services.  The  rest  of  the  money  was  raised  through 
donations. 

The  bags  packed  for  FMSC  will  go  to  one 
of  60  countries  sponsored  through  FMSC.
